TO EXCHANGE MEMBERS: 


GENTLEMEN: In closing another 


season's business, a word by way of 
review may be of interest to you: 


SHIPMENTS: During the fiscal year 


ending with the month of August, 
our shipments of oranges, lemons and 
grape fruit were 11,027 carloads, aggre- 
gating 3,929,146 boxes, being a little 
less than one-half the total shipments 
from Southern California. 
This is a 


vast increase over any previous year 
—35 per cent of the crop being the 
highest point touched before. 


SALKS: The gross sales of the year 


aggregate $8,725,000 as against $5.800- 
000 for the previous year. 
We doubt 


if the portion of the crop not under 
the control of the Exchange brought 
to the growers as equally good return 
per carload. 


LOSSES: 
On these large sales we 


lost not a dollar from bad credits. One 
item of $351 was arbitrarily withheld 
by the purchaser in making settlement 
for a carload oftfruit, on the claim that 
a car previously bought and paid for 
by him did not keep well, and that 
he sustained a loss. 
We have begun

think that the record of the year's

association will study to make its pack 
thoroughly reliable in every way, as 
good work in the orchard and packing 
house is a sure way of gaining the 
confidence of the trade, and obtaining 
the highest average prices for fruit.

year a more thorough system of in- 
spection in transit and at destination 


»j-rwUl be ina-uffurated, giving, the fullest 


possible information as to condition, 
enabling- us to handle the fruit in such 
a manner as to prevent,to some extent, 
the losses from decay. 


EXPENSES: The operating expenses 


of the year will amount in round fig- 
ures to 3 per cent, of the gross sales, 
being substantially the same as the 
year before. 
This covers 
auction 


charges, salaries, telegrams, office and 
incidental 
expenses—in 
fact, every 


item that is made a charge .against the 
shipments after the fruit is put on 
board the cars in California, except 
the freight and refrigeration. Leaving 
out auction charges, but including the 
other items of expense in the handling 
of this fruit, it has cost the Exchanges 
about 1 3-5 per cent, of the gross sales. 
In a view of the fact that \ve have es- 
tablished six new salaried agencies, 
besides other increase in the service, 
and also that the fruit sold for a some- 
what lower figure, it is gratifying that 
the percentage of expense did not 
show an increase.

The cars are now equipped with safety 
couplers and automatic air brakes, the; 
rails are heavier and held by devices j 
which minimize danger In this direc- 
tion, and the tracks on every first-class 
railroad are governed by the block sys- 
tem. 
The double track is now being 


fast superseded by the four track sys- 
tem, which entirely separates passen- 
ger trains from freight, and at stations 
where many of the worst accidents 
have taken place, gates bar the en- 
trance to trains until they have taken 
aboard their passengers and departed. 
There Is almost no end to the Improve- 
ments being made and the results are 
such as to encourage further effort for 
tin? safety of passengers and employes, i 


Many years ago Sir Arthur Phelps 


maintained that the amelioration of the 
race would not come through political 
reforms nor the labor of social agita- 
tors, but through the discoveries of 
science and the work of inventors. So- 
cial and economic reforms are slow. It 
takes a long time to get a majority. 
Inventions, on the other hand, are al- 
most Instantly available and can be 
universally 
applied.

changes in the condition of the people

wrought If Mr. Edison's discovery of 
a cheap method of producing a superior 
quality of Portland cement proves to 
be practicable. His prediction is that 
the cement can be sold profitably at $5 
a ton. The future house will not be 
built but poured. The contractor will 
have a number of moulds of various 
Sixeb and styles of architecture. 
The 


excavation for the foundation will l>e 
made, the mould set over the site and 
the cement poured in. In a short time 
the ie-un-nt will be hard as stone, and 
there .von are with a cottage or a pal- 
ace poured to order. For a few hundred 
dollars 
a structure ma.v be erected, 


which, under present methods of con- 
struction, would cost $10,000. 
More- 


over, Mr. Edison says, the work may be 
done by unskilled labor. 
Both the so- 


cial and political reformer must wel- 
come every factor that reduces 
the 


price of living and lends toward the 
betterment of the race in material 
things. Indeed there are those who 
believe that moral betterment 
comes 


only with material well-being and a po- 
litical school Is founded upon this pre- 
cept.

absolute precision, but the amount of 
personal 
property 
held In each fur- 


nishes one te,*t, for It Includes general* 
ly bonds, cash, money, furniture, Jew- 
elry, equipages, stocks and money In- 
vested In business. 


It Is a fact well known, of coarse, 


that the general taxation of all such 
personal property Is Impossible, that a 
considerable portion of it escapes taxa- 
tion and a considerable portion of it, 
too, Is exempted by law, but the rela- 
tion which personal property of one big 
city bears to that of another furnishes 
a fair guide to the wealth of each. 


By this standard New York ranks 


first among American cities, bat not 
very far In advance of the city of Bos- 
ton, one of tbe oldest and most opulent 
of American municipalities, and one In 
which personal property bears the re- 
lation of one to four of real estate val- 
ue; In New York it Is only one to six. 


Following New York and Boston, 


which are at the head of the list of the 
richest American cities, comes San 
Francisco, with $120,000,000 of taxed 
personal property, a condition of afflu- 
ence due to tbe vast property which 
has come from the Pacific coast mines, 
the chief owners of which, or their de- 
scendants, have an actual or, at least, 
a legal residence In the Golden Gate 
city. 


Following San Francisco 
Is Balti- 


more, one of the most substantial mu- 
nicipalities of the United States, with 
a larger amount of personal property 
taxed than San Francisco, but with a 
much larger population as well. 


Following Baltimore comes Chicago 


and then Detroit, St. Louis, Provi- 
dence, one of the wealthiest of Ameri- 
can cities; New Orleans and Indianap- 
olis.—New York Sun.
